The Council greeted and welcomed & group of children from Msithews School
who were studying City Government,

The Minutes were read; and upon motion of Councilman MacCorkle, s econded by
Councilman Long, were unanimously voted approved,

MR, BOB GREGG, representing the Sigma Alpha Epsilen, and the spokesman for
a group of residents on Sen Antonio Street between 25th and 26th Streets, appeared
before the Councll and submitted petitions reading as follows:

"We the undersigned are owners or represent owners of property located
on San Antonio between 25th and 26th Streets; also the 500 and Y00 block
of 26th Street, We petition you to cancel if poseible any HC-1M permits
grented and refuse to renew or grant any more (-1 permits for the 2500
block San Antonio Street., This is a very narrow, dead end street., We
for a long time have found this street very difficult for traffic for
parking, A Taxl Company is located on the east side, which helps the
congestion. "C-1" will not improve the situation. We will greatly ap-
preciate your cooperation.?

MR. GREGG, asked the Council to cancel out any C-1 permits and not permit
any other restuarent to see beer, ss it would be noisy and detrimental to student
trying to study-~thet the property values would be lowered with the sale of'beer.v
MRS, STEVENSON stated the street was Just too narrow to permit establishments
selling beer and adding to the traffic. MR, SAXION spoke in opposition., Council-
nan MacCorkle moved that this whole matter Be referred to the Zoning Board for
further study to see if it is correctly zoned. The motion, seconded by Council-
man Long, cerried by the following vote:

MAYOR GLASS suggested that the City Mansger have & study made with reference
to making Colorade Street one-way north, and Brazos one-way south; perhaps West
Tth Street one way west, The City Mansger stated that the Planning Board had
recommended a complete pattern of the down-town streets; and he stated tbat all
parking lots were on the north side of West 7th Street, and that perhaps that
would work out very well as a one-way west. The Mayor suggested that this etudy
be mede and possibly tried out, -

MR. XK. T. CAPPEL presented ﬁhe following petition from property owners in
the Rosedsle Ares for a traffic light at the corner of Burnet Boad and Highway W9

"We the undersigned, petition the City o6f Austin Police Department
{Traffic Divietm ) to install a traffic light at the corner of Bur-

net Road and Highwey 49 for the protection of children crossing this
road and to slow up traffic in this area. This action is endorsed

by the Bosedale Parente Teachers Associstion and the home ownere of this
area.”

JOE HERMAN BROWN appeared before the Council in an appeal for his application
to operate his own taxi-cab., He has a drivers license. When his operator permit
came up for approval, it was not recommended due to a police record when he was
15, 17, and 23 years old. Since he is driving a csb at present and wants to oper
his own car, Councilmsn liong moved that hie application for operators license
on & PLYMOUTH U-Door, 1947 Special Delux; Motor P15-547997, Serial 11815636,
License KK 4316, be granted., The motion, duly seconded, carried by the following
vote? :

In the afterncon meeting, representatives of the commercial boat operators,

Navigation Board and Councll met concerning docks on Lake Austin, The Mayo
stated the Council had found a site suitable for a public dock, snd that the
Council felt that there should be & public dock on the lake where people could
land. Commercial boabs could be charged some kind of fee per yesr, but individual
would not be charged. He asked if this wonld be satisfactory to the commercial
boat operators., MR, WILLIAM BCAKE and MR, SNYDER stated it would be satisfactory
to them., MR, W. W, BEENETT had agreed previously to forego eny claim he had on an
option to lease from the University of Texas this land., The Mayor stated the Uni-
versity might work out a plan with the Clity for this dock and park space. It weas
brought out 1t might be economical to move the City boats on the pudlic dock, and
not pay rent.

MR. COFFEE, owner of the Cliff House, spoke stating Mr, Bennett had offered
the public a dock, and he could not see the economy in the City duplicating this;
that he was satisfied with Mr. Bennett's and Mr. Burr's ferry service. The City
Manager stated the City wes mot going in the dock business, but wes trying to pro-
vide a municipal dock for the public, and there would not be any storage places
for boats,

The application of Mr, W. W. Bennett was not acted upon pending development
of the negotimtions with the University for use of land on which to build the
public dock.

In discussing the lake, the Mayor stshed it looked bad and needed c¢clesning
up--that there were too many old rubber rafts around, and he asked that all helf-
submerged boats and old rubber rafts be removed. The City Manager wasiretructed
to report this to the Police Department.

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COUNCILMAN LONG inguired sbout the rubbish and dried brush and leaves at the
City Park with respect to its being a fire hazard. TheCity Manager stated that
at this time nothing had been done about it; however, plans were to get it all
together snd burn it with proper ceution and protection.
